I  Sir  Edward  is  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  barristers  in  the  annals  of 
English  jurisprudence.  He  is 
known  as  the  champion  of  Eng¬ 
lish  common  law,  having  ue- 
fended  it  even  against  the  right 
of  the  crown.
